Wii vs. PS 3

If you are not sure about 
whether to buy the Playstation 3 or 
the Wii, then you should probably 
read this article. First off, the Wii is 
Nintendo’s new gaming system, and 
the Playstation 3 is Sony’s new 
system. I’m going to talk 
about the Wii first. The 
Wii has a revolutionary 
feature on it: motion 
sensors. This means that 
if you are playing a 
baseball or golf game, 
you can swing the 
controller like a bat or 
club instead of pressing a 
button to simulate the swinging a bat 
or club. This feature is great for 
first-person-shooters and sports 
games. The Wii will play NES, 
Super NES, Nintendo 64, and 
Gamecube games as well as Wii 


games. The NES, Super NES, and 
Nintendo 64 games are downloadable 
via Wi-Fi. The Wii can connect with 
the Nintendo DS. The Wii costs $250. 

The PS3 is able to play 
Playstation, PS2, and PS3 games. The 
PS3 also has motion censers, too;

Ray compatible, which means that its 
games have super sharp graphics. The 
PS3’s graphics are much 
sharper than the Wii’s, 
because it seems like 
the Wii is going for a 
cartoonish effect, while 
the PS3 is going for a 
real-life effect. The 
PS3 costs $500 or $600, 
depending on which 
system you buy. Neither 
the PS3 or the Wii requires a memory 
card, and both have Wi-Fi. 

While both of these systems 
seem cool, there is one major 
difference: The Games. The Wii 
brings back many familiar titles, such 


as Super Smash Bros. Brawl, 
Super Mario Galaxies, and The 
Legend of Zelda, the Twilight 
Princess. The Wii also has some 
new titles, like Red Steel (first- 
person-shooter) and project 
H.A.M.M.E.R. The PS3 has 
some familiar titles, like Need for 
Speed, NBA 07, and Marvel 
Ultimate Alliance, but the title that 
they are advertising the most is 
Resistance: Fall of Man, which 
sounds weird, and it is kind of 
creepy if you look at the box cover 
art. 

In short, both systems 
appear great, and if you want a 
cheaper system with advanced 
motion sensors and great action 
and fighter games, then buy the 
Wii, but if you want a system with 
sharp graphics, Blu-Ray, and 
some great sports and war games, 
then buy the PS3. Both of these 
systems are going to be in short 
supply this holiday season.
